This is the first year a fine 
arts exhibit has been held. In 
past ^ears, an arts and crafts 
exhibition has taken place in the 
Union. 

ENTRIES ' 

Entry was open to the students 
In all McGill faculties, as well 
as to professors and staff, al- 
though the latter are ineligible 
to qualifv for prizes. Response 
to the exhibit on the part of the 
students was so great that the 
organizers wore forced to narrow 
entries down to approximately 70. 
Professors and staff, however, did 
not submit entries. 



CATEGORIES 

The entries fall into three ca- 
tegories - drawing, sculpture, and 
painting. A first prize of $25 and 
a second' prize of $10 arc offered 
in each category. They are sup- 
plied by a iipecial grant. 

The entries show a wide range 
of style and expression. The 
media range from conventional 
oils and watercolours to a worlc 
executed in shoe polish and ink. 
One of the 5 sculptures is cons- 
tructed of rolls of painted toilet 
paper. 19 panels were submitted. 

Work on the exhibit started at 
the end of Novem!)cr, and con- 
tinued through December iind 
the Christmas holidays. The art 
work - was handed in during the 
first week after the holidays, 
and was set up in Tyndale Hall,

Can:i(I;i".s third con.stitutionjil conference in four 
month.s, held hi.st Thursday and Friday in 'Ottawa, 
Avas portrayed in the press as .'i national triumph made 
possible by an alleged reversal in Quebec's traditional 
position. This -.impression is quite distorted. 

• The only ' thing which permitted the ^ federal 
government Jind nine of Canada's ten provinces to 
agree, in principle, . to an amending formula is 
Ottawa's new .stand — not Quebec's. The formula 
agreed upon by all provinces except Saskatchewan 
calls for unanimous provincial and federal consent 
any propo.sed amendment dealing with education, 
language ' or that amorphous ' legislative category 
known as properly and civil rights. This plan gives 
8uch paramountcy to provincial autonomy that even 
such hn arch-autonomist as the late Premier Duplessis 
would have had no qualms about endorsing it. 

No, the real reversal was Ottawa's. 

In accepting the unanimity principle, Mr. Die- 
fenbake^'s government has cspou.sed a constitutional 
set-up which would permit littje P. E. I. — say as a 
result of political* disagreement with the federal go-, 
vernment — to block constitutional changes- consi-" 
dered advantageous by all other provinces. 
^ So far Saskatchewan alone has expressed oppo- 
sition to .the suggested amendment formula. Its de- 
termined stand at 'Ottawa is a credit to the Douglas 
government. , It w'ould^be .regrettable if- the hero be- 
came a martyr — as it might'well, if -the Tories" choose 
to portray the New Party in our next federal elec- 
tion as a .stubborn little band of provincial .socinlistt;.
